1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6, 9-13, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Miller (USP 6,320,358). Miller discloses a changeover switch 
connected in a push pull configuration, see figure 2, with load connected between the 
series connection of a inductor and capacitor connection. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 5 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Miller (USP 6,320,358). Miller discloses the claimed invention except for the use of 
JFETs. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have JFETs since it was known in the art that the use of a 
differing switch technology is notoriously well known in the art to utilize the inherent 
characteristics of the specific switch technology for the benefit of the circuit. 

7. Claims 7-9 and 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Miller (USP 6,320,358) in view of Watanabe (USP 6,710,582). Miller discloses the 
claimed invention except for controlled monitoring device, which evaluates load current. 
Watanabe discloses that it is known in the art to provide controlled monitoring device, 
which evaluates load current. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention was made to provide the controlled monitoring device 
which evaluates load current of Watanabe with the energy management device/ circuit 
of Miller, in order to provide a controlled output responsive to the detected load 
current/voltage.
